The  Lotalty'of  Wkst  Poijrt'..i^In  the  article  in 
tho  last  nuujher  of  (^o  Atlautio  Monthly,  styled  "The 
"Plaoa  of  Abrabutn  Liupolo^  ia  History,"  the  author, 
Mr.  iianoroft,  talies  occasion  to  Bay  that  before  the 
breaking  out  of  the  rebellion,  "the  army  oQisers  ba4 
''been  trained  in  unsound  political  principles."  Pro- 
feBsoi- Mahan,  in  a  letter  to  the  New  York  Eveiiing 
Post,  clainifl  in  behalf  of  West  Poipt  that  thi?  sweep- 
ing denunoiatioQ  is  altogether  unju^  and  since  Pro- 
fessor Mahan'd  connection  with  tho  Military  Academy 
dates  back  to  the  year  1820,  his  riewfs  are  certainly 
entitled  .to  ^ttpntiQp.  Ue  says  in  j^e ,  oourse  of  liia 
-letter: —  '

for  the  last  ^a:^  century  to  see  liow  groundless  tUe 
assumption  of  Mr.  Saocruft  U)ust  l>c.  ^ts  superin- 
tended from  1812  to  ISlU  were  all  Northern  or  East- 
ern men,  with  one  exception,  that  of  Colonel  Roberf 
a.  Lee,  who  sorVed  ut  it  in  this  capacity  from  Sep- 
tember, 185"2,  to  Aptilr  llii5,  Lieuteuant-General 
Scult  has  always  ki^il  a  watchful  eye  upon  the  pro- 
gress uf  the  iustilution,  and  its  inspector  of  studies 
and  disoipliuu,  froft  Ib'iy  to  16(il,  was  that  upright 
man  and  pure  patriot,  Ueueral  Totten.  Among  oth- 
ers who  had  a  controlling  iutluenoe  orer  the  Academy 
during  this  time,  as  Secretaries  of  War,  were  Lewis 
Cass,  Benjamin  V.  15utler,  Joel  E.  Poinsett,  John  C. 
Spsncer,  William  L.  Maroy,  fifi.  The  Boards  of  Vis- 
itors appointed  annually  to  report  upon  tho  condition 
of  the  Academy,  hare  been  composed  of  persons  from 
all  parts  of  the  Union,  of  all  shades  of  political  opin- 
ion, and  who  were  eminent  either  from  their  policical, 
scientific,  literary  or  sooial  position. '  Now  it  is  note- 
worthy that,  since  the  organization  of  the  Academy, 
not  ono  word  has  fallen  from  any  of  these  classes  of 
men  as  to  thftsoundners  or  otherwise  of  the  political 
trainiog  of  the  army  officers.  Had  any  thing  needed 
amendment  in  this  respect,  is  it  probable  that  it 
uhould  have  escaped  their  attention,  or  hays  failed  to 
call  forth  comments?  ' 

"Mr.  Bancroft,  probably,  having  some  confused 
recollection  of  the  impression  made  upon  the  country 
by  the  defeetion'of  senators,  representatives,  judges 
and  employes  and  army  and  navy  officers,  at  the  out- 
lict  of  the  rebellion,  was  incautiously,  perhaps,  be- 
t-ayed  into  this  assertion.  Charges  of  disloyalty 
were  loudly  made  at  tho  time  against  the  graduates  of 
West  Point  in  particular,  which  although  often  since 
refuted,  it  may  not  be  amiss  to  repeat  here,  as  it  is 
believed  that  they  furnish  the  only  source  of  Mr.  Ban- 
croft's assertion.

from  the  slave  States,  and  nineteen  from  the  frpe 
States,  or  ono  hundred  and  ninety-seven  in  all,  had 
joined  the  rebels;  and  that  of  tho  remaining  sii  hun- 
dred and  twfenty-threc  who  stood  true  to  their  alle- 
giance, one  hundred  aud  thirty-three  were  from  the 
slave  States.  This  simple  array  of  foots  tells  the  whole

COMPANIES  A,  B,  E,  and  F,  of  tliis  regiment,  were  recruited  in  Pbiladel- 
phia,  C,  IT,  I,  and  K,  in  Crawford  county,  D  in  Union,  and  G  in  I^TKcan 
Tlxoy  rendezvoused  at  Camp  Curtin,  wliere,  ou  the  4tb  of  September,  a  regi- 
mental organization  wa.s  cilbcted  with  tho  following  Held  oiiicers :  Langhorne 
Wister,  of  Philadclpbia,  Colonel ;  Henry  S.  Huidekoper,  of  Crawford  county 
Lieutenant  Colonel ;  Tbomas  Cbamberlin,  of  Union  county,  Major.  Colonel 
Wister  bad  .served  vritb  distinction  in  tbo  battle  of  Dranesvifle,  and  in  tbo 
entire  Peninsular  camiiaign,  in  command  of  a  company  of  tbo  old  Bucktails  • 
Liouteuaut  Colonel  Huidekoper  bad  applied  bimself  closely  to  the  study  of 
tactics,  and  to  squad  drill,  during  tbo  year  previous,  at  Harvard  University, 
where  bo  bad  giiuluated  in  June,  and  ]Major  CbamberUu  bad  served  tbrour^ll 
the  Peninsular  campaign,  as  Captain  m  tbo  Fiftb  Eeserves,  a  regiment  n°ot 
mferior  iu  soldierly  qualities  to  the  Bucktail.  When  the  Major  received  bis 
commission,  be  was  lying  in  bosi)ital  at  Baltimore,  of  a  severe  wound,  received 
at  Charles  City  Cross  Ptoads,  but  learning  that  tbo  enemy  was  Invading  Mary- 
laud,  instead  of  looking  for  bis  oew  command,  bo  sought  out  bis  old  regiment, 
and  fought  with  it  through  tbo  fiery  battles  of  South  Mountain  and  Antictam. 
It  will  thus  be  seen  that  tho  field  oflicers  were  weU  fitted  for  their  duties.        - 

Soon  after  its  organization  at  Harrisburg,  it  proceeded  to  Washington,  and 
was  immediately  assigned  to  duty  as  guard,  in  and  about  tho  city.    Companies 
B  and  K  being  stationed  at  the  Soldiers'  Home,  tho  summer  residence  of  tho 
President,  where  they  were  drilled  by  a  field  ofliccr,  and  company  A  at  tbo 
Soldieis'  Best,  near  tho  Baltimore  depot,  wheio,  later,  it  was  joined  by  com- 
p;iny  D.    Company  K  continued  to  act  as  the  President's  body  guard,  until  after 
tljc  assassination   of  Mr.  Lincoln,  and  until  tho  end  of  its  term  of  service. 
A  brief   sketch  of   this  service  will    bo  found    at  tho  closo  of  tho  regi- 
inental  uanatiou.    During  the  pleasant  weather  of  tlu3  fall,  tho  bahinco  of 
the  regiment  was  drilled  at  Meridian  Hill.

LINCOLN   DID  NOT   RELISH   THE  IDEA 
OF   PERSONAL   PROTECTION. 


How  He  Got  ICid  of  Soldiers  S«nt  to  See 
That  No  Harm  Befell  Him — His  Watcii- 
ful  Care  of  the  luterests  of  the  Privute 
Soldier. 

It  has  been  said  that  no  man  is  a  hero 
to  his  valet,  and  it  is  likely  that  few  men 
who  are  protected  by  others  from  per- 
Bonal  dangers  appear  to  their  guards  to 
exist  on  so  high  a  plane  as  to  the  rest  of 
the  world.  This  does  not  seem  to  have 
been  true  regarding  Abraham  Lincoln. 
He  ajjpears  to  have  been  held  in  greater 
veneration,  if  possible,  by  the  troops  who 
were  engaged  in  his  protection  than  by 
any  other  members  of  the  Federal  army. 
It  was  a  peculiarity  of  Lincoln  that,  al- 
though those  who  were  near  him  daily 
cuuld  not  help  but  see  that  he  possessed 
certain  defects,  their  devotion  -to  him 
was  intensified  by  their  constant  contact 
with  him. 

It  may  be  that  his  persistent  and  often 
expressed  aversion  to  the  presence  of 
guards  had  something  to  do  with  the  ad- 
miration felt  for  him  by  the  soldiers 
who  served  m  tbis  capacity.  It  is  of  rec- 
ord that  he  repeatedly  sent  men  detailed 
to  protect  him  back  to  their  quarters. 

I  met  a  man  the  other  day  wlio  was  a 
member  of  the  Eleventh  New  York  vol- 
unteers, which  regiment  acted  for  some 
time  in  1802  as  Lincoln's  bodyguard.  In 
speaking  of  Mr.  Lincoln  he  said: 

I  do  not  believe  that  the  president 
was  ever  more  annoyed  by  anything 
than  by  the  espionage  that  was  necessa- 
rily maintained,  almost  constantly,  over 
his  movements.  Nearly  every  day  we 
were  made  aware  of  his  feeling  upon 
this  matter. 

During  the   summer  he  lived  at  the 
Soldiers'  home  on   Seventh  street.     The 
house  stood  on  a  riso  of  ground  and  was 
a   remarkably  cool  and   pleasant  one  in 
warm   weather   by  reason   of  its   broad 
verandas.     Directly  in  front  of  the  house 
stood  a  large  oak  tree,  and  from  it  the 
ground   eloped   gradually  to  the  north. 
At  the  foot  of   the  slope  was  our  camp. 
It  was  the  duty  of  the  company  serving 
as  the  president's  guard  to  escort  him 
from  his  summer  home,  which  he  left  at 
9  o'clock  iu  the  niurning,  down  Seventh 
street  and  to  the  White  House.  The  cap- 
tain rode  by  his  side,  the  troops  follow- 
ing. When  the  White  House  was  reached, 
Mr.  Lincoln  invariably  directed  the  cap- 
tain to  take  his  company  to  the  K  street 
stables  and   report  at  the  White  House 
for  return  escort  at  4.     Mr.  Lincoln  was 
never  to  my  remembrance  escorted  home. 
He   almost  always  left  at  3,  sometimes, 
though  very  rarely,  delaying  his   depar- 
ture till  3:30,  but  never  till  4. 

On   one  occasion  Mr.  Lincoln's  mili- 
tary secretary  came  to  our  quarters  and 


creased  the  price  of  clothing.  Soldiers 
were  allowed  $44  a  year  each  for  cloth- 
ing, and  whatever  they  found  it  neces- 
sary to  draw  over  that  amount  was  de- 
ducted from  their  pay  of  $13  a  month. 
The  price  of  overcoats  was  raised  from 
$9  to  $12,  pants  from  $3.C0  to  $4  and  so 
on.  Well,  on  the  evening  of  the  day  that 
this  order  was  promulgated  we  all  got 
about  the  campfire  and  began  to  discuss 
the  situation  very  earnestly.  Mr.  Lin- 
coln was  sitting  on  the  veranda,  and  we 
knew  we  would  soon  attract  his  atten- 
tion. After  awhile  Lincoln  left  the  ve- 
randa and  came  down  and  stood  just  out- 
side the  circle.  Finally  he  called  the 
sergeant  out  and  asked  what  all  the  loud 
talk  was  about.  The  sergeant  explained 
with  great  particularity  of  course.  The 
president  listened  very  gravely. 

"This  is  entirely  wrong,"  he  said,  and 
went  back  to  his  place  on  the  veranda. 

The  next  day  the  obnoxious  order 
was  rescinded,  as  we  knew  it  would  be. 
On  another  occasion  one  of  our  men 
drew  two  pairs  of  socks.  They  purport- 
ed to  be  of  woolen,  knit  ribbed  or  seam- 
ed, and  looked  like  very  comfortable, 
serviceable  footwear.  But  they  were 
shoddy  of  the  rankest  sort.  The  soldier 
put  one  pair  on  in  the  morning  and  was 
in  the  saddle  all  day.  At  night  his  stock- 
ings came  off  in  strips  with  his  heavy 
cavalry  boots.  The  man  was  in  his  tent, 
of  course,  but  the  highly  original  re- 
marks which  he  made  as  he  surveyed  the 
wreck  of  that  pair  of  stockings  were  ut- 
tered in  so  high  a  key  as  to  be  audible 
for  some  distance  from  the  canvas  shel- 
ter. While  he  was  cussing  loudest  the 
flap  of  his  ttnt  was  pulled  aside,  and  a 
face  and  a  voice  made  themselves  mani- 
fest. Need  I  say  they  were  the  presi- 
dent's? 

"Corporal,"  said  Mr.  Lincoln,  "don't 
you  think  you  are  using  rather  strong 
language?" 

"Well,"  was  the  reply,  "it's  enough  to 
make  a  man  swear,"  and  the  corporal 
held  up  the  strips  that  remained  to  the 
ribbed  woolen  socks. 

Mr.  Lincoln  understood  in  a  moment. 
He  asked  if  the  corporal  had  another 
pair,  and  being  answered  in  the  affirma-

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nii<ht  in  front  of  the  house  and  another 
at  the  rear.  It  was  not  thought  safe,  the 
secretary  exphiineil,  that  the  president 
should  be  unprotected  at  night.  Well, 
the  men  were  detailed  as  requested,  but 
do  you  suppose  they  remained  at  tiieir 
posts  all  night?  Not  at  all.  At  jnidnight 
the  president  opened  the  front  door  and 
asked  of  the  man  stationed  there: 

"What  are  you  two  men  doing  here?" 

"On  guard,  sir,"  was  the  reply. 

•'Who  put  you  here?'  was  the  next 
question. 

"The  captain  of  our  company,"  was 
the  answer. 

"Well,"  said  the  president,  "I  believe 
I  am  commander  in  chief  of  the  army. 
You  go  back  to  your  quarters,  both  of 
you,  give  my  compliments  to  your  cap- 
tain and  say  that  I  think  your  presence 
here  is  quite  unnecessary." 

There  was  nothing  left  for  the  men 
to  do  but  to  obey  the  president's  orders. 
The  next  day  the  guards  were  again 
asked  for,  and  it  was  suggested  that  the 
men  would  do  well  to  keep  out  of  sight. 
The  secretary  thought  that  all  would  be 
well  if  the  man  stationed  in  front  of  the 
house  should  stand  behind  the  oak  tree 
of  which  I  have  spoken.  The  man  de- 
tailed to  be  front  guard  that  night  was 
sure  that  he  did  not  expose  himself,  but 
about  midiiight,  as  bt-fore,  Mr.  Lincoln 
became  aware  of  the  obnoxious  presence 
of  guards  and  again  sent  them  to  their 
quarters. 

As  I  remember  him,  Mr.  Lincoln  was 
not  a  graceful  horseman.  In  fact,  he 
was  more  ungainly  when  in  the  saddle, 
perhaps,  than  at  any  other  time.  His 
legs  were  of  exceptional  length,  and  his

feet  always  appeared  to  be  uneasy  in 
the  stirrups,  which  were  invariably  too 
short.  His  knees  were  usually  up  to 
the  withers  of  his  iron  gray  horse.  His 
arms  were  longer  in  proportion  than  his 
legs,  and  his  elbows  were  always  flap- 
ping as  he  rode.  Sometimes  he  went  to 
the  White  House  in  a  barouche. 

When  we  got  into  camp  at  night  aft- 
er supper,  it  was  our  custom  to  gather 
about  the  campfire  and  talk  ovjr  cur- 
rent news,  the  events  of  the  day  in  the 
camp,  our  grievances  and  the  like.  Mr. 
Lincoln  used  to  leave  the  house,  come 
down  near  the  edge  of  the  camp  and 
I>ace  up  and  down  as  if  in  deep  thought. 
Whenever  he  heard  loud  talking,  he 
would  send  in  and  inquire  its  cause.  We 
soon  appreciated  the  situation,  and  when 
we  had  been  ill  treated  we  used  to  make 
it  a  point  to  talk  the  matter  over  in  loud 
tones. 

Once  the  quartermaster    genf  al  in-

five  asked  further  the  privilege  of  exam- 
ining them.  The  stockings  were  handed 
to  him,  and  he  tore  one  of  them  into 
strips  and  took  it  and  the  uniii.iured  one 
away  with  him.  The  next  day  he  se- 
cured the  name  of  the  contractor  who 
furnished  such  socks  for  the  soldier  boys 
and  the  inspector  who  passed  them.  A 
fortnight  later  the  corporal  had  the 
privilege  of  escorting  these  gentlemen 
on  a  little  journey  to  Albanj'.  They  had 
been  sentenced  to  a  seclusion  of  two 
years  in  the  penitentiary  there,  having 
been  tried  and  convicted  of  their  offenses 
in  the  meantime. 

The  last  time  I  ever  saw  Mr.  Lincoln 
was  a  few  months  later  than  the  events 
of  which  I  have  told  you.  My  regiment 
had  gone  to  the  front,  but  I  was  still  in 
Washington,  where  I  had  been  detailed 
to  do  clerical  work.  I  had  been  ordered 
to  join  the  regiment,  but  I  naturally  de- 
sired to  remain  where  I  Wiis.  A  certain 
general  also  desired  ine  to  remain,  but 
Secretary  Stanton,  to  whom  the  matter 
was  referred,  said  that  it  would  rest 
with  the  president.  Owing  to  the  friend- 
ship felt  for  me  by  the  general  men- 
tioned, I  was  admitted  to  Mr.  Lincoln's 
presence  while  my  request  was  put  be- 
fore him.  This  was  very  unusual,  but 
I  thought  that  surely  I  would  be  per- 
mitted to  stay.  The  president  sat  in  a 
window  seat  swinging  his  leg  while  the 
talk  was  going  on. 

"Young  man,"  he  said,  when  the  case 
had  been  stated,  "you  are  young.  You 
are  good  lighting  timber.  You  are  strong 
and  healthy,  and  it  will  do  you  good  to 
sleep  on  the  ground  under  the  stars. 
You  go  back  to  your  regiuient,  my  boy. 
Men  who  can  make  figures  in  books  and 
fill  out  reports,  but  who  cannot  fight 
or  haven't  the  nerve  to  stand  up  and  face 
the  music,  can  be  found  in  plenty  to  do 
the  work  in  Washington.  You  go  and 
do  your  duty  like  a  man." 

I  went,  perforce,  and  I  have  never 
been  sorry  that  Mr.  Lincoln  treated  the 
matter  just  as  he  did.

<jettysburg  Address 

Among  the  very  interesung  incidents 
told  me  by  Mr.  TIsdale  Is  that  on  one 
cocas  on  the  President  asked  the  young 
omerly    to   go    with    him    for    a    walk

of   the   White  House.    When   all   alone 
Lincoln    said:    "You    stay    here.    BUly 
and  I  will  go  ahead  by  myself."  where  ' 
upon  the  President  was  seen  to  kneel 
in    prayer— somewhat    recalling    Wash 
ington     at     prayer     at     Valley     Forge 
though,  of  course,  under  very  different 
Circumstances.

He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  th^t  regiment  for  some  time  be- 
fore  Custer  Joined  it.     TIsdale  wa^  by 
ouster's    side    at    the    Battle    of    the 
Washita  and  also  was  a  witness  of  the 
scene    recalled    as    "Custer's   Demand" 
painted  by  the  late  Charles  Schreyvog^M 
now  in  Pittsfleld,  Mass.  '

The  sharpshooters  were  concealed 
withm  four  covered  wagons  and  sent  out  as  bait,  escorted 
by  a  small  squad  of  the  1st  Rhode  Island  Cavalry  Their 
encounter  with  the  rebels  on  the  second  day  out  from  camp 
IS  best  told  m  the  words  of  the  13th 's  historian- 
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The  two  Yanks  at  the  top  of  the  page  repre- 
sent minor  historical  mysteries.  At  Left  is 
William  H.  Hotoard,  S9th  lUznois  Infantry, 
submitted  by  Donald  V.  Bates.  On  2  April 
1865  during  the  Federal  assault  on  Ft. 
Gregg,  south  of  Petersburg,  Howard  shot 
and  killed  a  high  ranking  Confederate  offi- 
cer. Howard  thought  the  oficer  was  A. P. 
Hill  and  so  stated  in  the  regimental  history 
of  the  S9th.  Subsequent  research  has  shown 
that  the  officer  was  not  A.P.  Hill.  The  ques- 
tion remains:  who  did  Howard  shoot?
